Cardiff's stamina 
buried our hopes

“The team that died in 15 minutes” would aptly describe the NSW side which 
was beaten 3-1 by Cardiff City at the Sydney Sportsground last Wednesday week. 


Already showing signs of 
distress after the first hour 
was up, NSW  floundered 
after Clark’s first goal in the 
78th minute, and in the last 
10 minutes were mercilessly 
overwhelmed by the superbly 
conditioned Welshmen. 

One had the inescapable 
feeling that had the match 
lasted another 10 minutes, 
more goals would have fallen, 
such was Cardiff's superior- 
ity in the dying stages. 

The NSW players need not 
feel disgraced. 

They played better than in 
the frist match, especially in 
the first half when the attack 
functioned adequately. 

Though inferior in collect- 
ive thought, the locals didn’t 
pale too much in comparison 
with their professional oppon- 
ents. while their condition 
lastéd. 


UNIMPRESSIVE 


There was never a wide gap 
in individual ability between 
the two sides, with the ex- 
ception of Cardiff's right 
winger, Barrie Jones, whose 
display at times was reminis- 
cent of George Best. 

Otherwise, most NSW plays 
ers were no better, or worse 
than the visitors. 

Until their stamina gave 


out, NSW were very much in 
the game. 

Though pressed, and never 
really in control, NSW gave 
the impression until the 60th 
minute that they could hold 
out for a 1-1 draw, and even 
perhaps poach a winning goal.- 

For the. first hour Cardiff 
lcoked even more unimpres- 
sive than at the Showground.
